There is no way now, but 
there will come a way. and the rail- 
roads will have to pay their Just pro- 
portion of he taxes." The board ad- 
journed to meet a week from Satur- 
day, when the railroad attorneys will 
be heard. The returns must go to the 
treasurer Oct. L

Fire Insurance Legislation. 


Cleveland. Sept. 6.—An important 


meeting to discuss the repeal of what 
is claimed to be unjust fire insurance 
legislation anu secure the enactment 
of necessary laws was held here. The 
meeting was attended by representa- 
tive fire Insurance managers and 
agents from all sections of the state 
and Chicago, and by representatives 
of committees from the manufactur- 
ers and merchants' board of the 
chamber of commerce. An effort will 
be made at the next session of the 
Ohio legislature to secure the repeal 
of certain laws that are said tc be 
obnoxious not only to fire insurance 
companies doing business in Ohio, but 
to merchants, block owners and man- 
ufacturers of this state. 


Trolley Cars Collide. 


Cleveland, Sept. 6.—Two suburban 


electric cars, going in opposite direc- 
tions, crashed into each other at a 
point one-half mile east of Chagrin 
Falls and 10 miles west of Cleveland, 
and 14 passengers and the crews of 
both cars were more or less injured.

Then, too, much will de- 
pend upon the attitude of England, 
Austria.

THE MOSQUITO CRJSAOE. 


HOTT to Get Rid of Till* Dmnitero»« 


Innecc. 


The old time attitude toward the 


mo^qnito was relat«l to the axiom that 
whatever is is risht, though the ob- 
server may not understand why. The 
mosquito, being part of creation, was 
supposed to be of some use. or. any- 
how, to be a necessary eviL The new 
attitude is that the mosquito is neither 
useful aor mrcessary and that energetic 
folks who will take the requisite trou- 
ble can do away with her. Science de- 
termined very recently that she is dan- 
gerous and worth fighting. This year, 
far more taan ever before, she has 
been fought, and with so considerable 
a measure of success as to encourage 
like efforts in future on a stil! larger 
scale. Apparently there would be no 
mosquitoes if there were no stagnant 
•water, says E. S. Martin in Harper's 
Weekly- The tausquito wars, as waged, 
for example, in New Jersey aud on 
Long Islaiui. begin by drainmg and go 
on to applications of kerosene to wet 
spots that cauuot be drained. 
The 


kerosene is not expected to kill able- 
bodied mosquitoes to which licenses 
hare already been issued, but it does 
kill their Inrvic. The trait in the mos- 
quito waic-b makes successful war 
against her possible is that she is n 
home body and ordinarily stays near 
her birthplace, nor traveling far unless 
she can cat<-!i a ride.
